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Deaf Multi-Handicapped Unit to Expand 


The Assembly-Senate Budget Conference 
Committee recommended in June that an 
additional $450,000 be included in the Gov- 
ernor’s Budget to provide facilities and 
staff for fifty more children in the Deaf 
Multi-Handicapped Unit. The Committee’s 
recommendation was approved by the leg- 
islature and the governor. 

The additional funds came as a surprise 
since no formal request for funding for an 
increase in staff and portable buildings had 
been submitted to the legislature. The add- 
ition of fifty children will increase the 


Unit’s capacity to one-hundred and ten 

( 110 ). 

The contract for additional portable 
modular buildings has been awarded, with 
sometime after the first of the year set as 
the target date for completion of construc- 
tion. During the past summer, additional 
teachers were recruited and they are 
receiving in-service training in existing 
classes pending the arrival of the new 
students. Dormitory personnel will be 
added when the new buildings are ready 
for occupancy.

Lithography Shop 

Some of the most obvious benefits which 
are derived from the publication of The 
California Palms are readily noticable, 
namely the enjoyment, information and 
often inspiration received by its readers. 
The less obvious benefits are behind the 
scenes and include the methods and skills 
learned by the students in the production 
of the imagazine. When a student examines 
the finished job, he knows that he has 
played an important part in making it 
happen. 

The lithography shop, alias offset print- 
ing, has the responsibility for printing the 
cover and the pages that contain most of 
the pictures. The pictures and associated 
type are photographed, stripped and print- 
ed by students in lithography. 

Letterpress Print Shop 

The boys in this shop are taught the 
methods of magazine printing. Many skills 
must (be learned before a Palms can be 
produced. The students must develop skills 
in many areas including: machine composi- 
tion, page make-up, proof-reading, setting 
type in page form and finally the actual 
printing. The printing is done on the 
Miehle vertical press. This is followed by 
bindery work which includes : folding, 
stitching and trimming. The Palms is then 
ready for distribution. The boys have the 
practical experience of what is done in a 
comimericial print shop where they may 
some day have a job. 

Business Arts 

The business arts classes are responsible 
for the distribution of the Palms. This 
begins with making a metal address plate 
on the graphotype. We have an address 
plate for the parents and guardians of 
each of our students, most schools for the 
deaf in the United States, California day 
class programs, several schools out of the 
United States, and other interested people. 
These plates once made are then kept up 
to date and all address changes are record- 
ed on the plates. 


Once we receive the Palms from the 
print shop, they are addressed (by using 
the metal plates) on the addressograph. 
After they are all printed with names and 
addresses, we begin to separate according 
to ZIP code areas. Once they are separated 
in correct bundles, they are identified by 
a label, that shows the area and how many 
are in each (bundle, and tied. Next the 
bundles are gathered up and taken to the 
kitchen to be weighed on the scales for 
mass mailing. From the kitchen they are 
taken to the administration switchboard 
office where they are placed in mail bags. 
We now make out a mailing permit (how 
many copies, pounds, cost per copy etc.) 
which is picked up by the post office along 
with the bags of Palms and they are on 
their way to you. 


RECIPE OF THE MONTH 

This year the Palms is featuring cas- 
seroles. This is a dinner in a dish which 
is baked in the oven. They usually include 
meat, vegetables, pasta and a sauce. 
This Mexican inspired recipe uses tortil- 
las in place of a pasta which is a food from 
the noodle and macaroni group. 

Fiesta Casserole 

1 lb. ground beef 
1 can cream of chicken soup 
1 can cream of mushroom soup 
1 C. milk 

1 can green chili salsa (Ortega) 

1 onion, chopped 
1 lb. cheese, grated 
1 C. tomato sauce 
1 pkg. tortillas 

Brown hamburger and add onion. Pour 
off extra fat. Cut tortillas in half. Grease 
a large shallow casserole dish and add 2 T. 
of water. Place tortillas on the bottom and 
cover with the meat and cheese. Mix the 
soups, milk, tomato sauce and chili salsa 
together and cook for 5 minutes. Pour 
over the meat and cheese. Add one more 
layer of each.
